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ACTION THREATENS 


ON TOWN DUMP 


The Town of Wilmington’ s dump 
near the North Reading Tow 
line is in imminent danger of 
being closed, by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, as a 
result of the dump fire of 
last Saturday, 
A protracted fire, in and 
near the dump, drew protests 
from officials of the North 
Reading State Sanitorium. 
The sanitorium, which has a- 
bout 150 patients, all chil- 
dren, was smothered with smoke 
for the greater part of the 
afternoon. Many of the chil- 
dren are suffering from lung 
complaints. 
Officials of the State De- 
partment of Public Health have 
reportedly been advised of the 
situation, and asked to close 
the dump, which they can do if 
they so wish. 
James White, Highway Depart- 
ment Superintendent, who super 
vised the bulldozing of grav- 
el over a portion of the dump 
during the fires last Satur- 
day has stated that in his 
observation it was the oil- 
residue, the same which caused 
fires of several years past, 
which was causing the heavy 
smoke. The dump, in itself, he 
stated, was causing no nuis- 
ance. 
Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
had a different observation. 
Courtney stated that the 
greatest amount of smoke came 
from burning tree stumps which 
were not even on town property 
and over which the town had no

Mrs, Mary E. Gilligan,. Town 
Clerk of Wilmington, who died 
Sunday morning of a cerebral 
hemorrhage, was laid to rest 
in the Wildwood Cemetery Tues- 
day, mourned by hundreds of 
people in the Town of Wilming- 
ton. 

Wilmington’s Town Hall was 
closed Tuesday morning, in re- 
spect to Mrs, Gilligan. The 
Board of Selectmen, meeting 
Monday evening recessed short- 
ly after the meeting began, to 
pay their resp2cts to the de- 
ceased, 

Hundreds of friends of the 
deceased attended the Wake, at 
the McMahon Funeral Home, Mon- 
day evening. 

St. Mary's Chapel of St. Dor 
othy’s Church was crowded with 
mourners Tuesday morning, 
the Reverend Joseph Leahy sang 
the High Requiem Mass, in the 
chapel which Mrs. Gilligan, and 
her late husband, James had 
done so much to help in years 
gone hy. . 

Born in Cambridge 68 years 
ago, Mrs, Gilligan had been a 
resident of Wilmington for the 
past 35 years. Her mother was 
of an old Reading family. 

Her late husband, James J, 
Gilligan, a Boston school tea- 
cher, had served in many capa- 
cities in Wilmington, culmin- 
ating in service on the Board 
of Selectmen from 1945 to 1948 
the last year of which was as 
Chairman. 

Mrs Gilligan, besides working 
for St. Mary's, while it was 
part of the OMI mission, was 
a member of the Aids to Vict- 
ory, during and after World 
War il. 

She is survived by her son, 
James Joseph Gilligan, a 
teacher in Wilmington High 
School, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Cavanaugh, and several grand- 
children,

Wilmington, in its day has had a great number of 
Town Clerks, some very good, some excellent, and some 
indifferent. We have had, among the excellent, Squire 
Samuel Eames, Capt. Cadawallader Ford, Squire Walter 
Blanchard, and James E. Kelley Esq. 

This is not, of course, the entire list.’ To draw up 
such a list is not the province of this re 

But there is no doubt that the name of Mary E. Gil- 
ligan can be added to the list. 

First appointed Town Clerk in 1947, on the resigna- 
tion of her predecessor, Mr. William Cavanaugh, firs. 
Gilligan faced an uphill fight for her first election 
in 1948. The ‘contest was one that will be long remem- 
bered. Miss Marion V.-Farrell, a member of a wellknow 
and respected Wilmington family was the apparent winner 
by one vote. A long court case ensued, in which Mrs. 
Gilligan was eventually declared the winner by a two 
vote margin. 

She was, at thts time, nct too well known to the 
people of Wilmington.- Reappointed, in 1951 by Dean 
Qushing, she served continuously as Town Clerk for ten 
years, to the day of her death last Sunday, and gradual 
ly the people of Wilmington realized that this lady was 
@ person who took her duties seriously, and one who 
made knowledge of her duties a fundamental. 

A Town Clerk can be popular, at the expense of his 
duties. A Town Clerk can be unpopular, and overbearing, 
if he so chooses. 

Mrs. Gilligan was popular, but not at the expense of 
her position. She took her duties seriously. She beceme 
an authority on Town Law, and her decisions as Town 
Clerk were always unbiased, yet friendly. 

Deservedly, we think, Mrs. Gilligan can assume her 
Place as one of the Town Clerks of Wilmin, who, in 
answering the final roll-call can be called "Excellent'.

H RELEASED TIME 

"Released Time' as practically every student of the 
Wilmington Public Schools knows, is time which is re- 
| leased by the schools to the churches, for religious 

instruction, during the regular school day. It is a 
feature of Massachusetts law, not too widely observed 
in many states. 

Wilmington has had Released Time now for some few 
years, but only the Catholic Churches have availed them 
selves of the opportunity. 

The Protestant Churches seriously debated the issue 
some years ago, and decided against having Released 
Time classes unless they could hire competent teachers. 
At that time the two churches involved felt that they 
cauld not afford such an expense. 

Now, our readers may be interested to know, the Wilm 
ington Council of Churches has made a tentative ‘decis- 
ion to start "Released Time' classes in the fall. With 
one more church in the organization, the Council feels 
that the time has come to "make a start’. 


NUMBERS ARE NOT THE ONLY MEASURE 
Wilmington's real estate position is one which the 
people of this town can now look on with pride. 


Lawrence Street, for instance,.which a few years ago 
was a m road through the woods is fast becoming the 
"Gold Coast' of Wilmington, as homes valued at over 
$20,000 are being built on this new beautifil street. 

It is well to note this, for the people.on this 
street were the first to "take the bull by the horns’ 
and declare for "Betterments'. Their neighborhood has 
been mich improved, as a result. 

But Lawrence Street is not just a singular case. 
Trends, a monthly letter published by the First Federal 
Savings and Loan Ass,ciation of Boston has noted that 
Wilmington is the only town in this area in which there 
is an increase in building permits. 

If it were only a case of numbers there would be no 
source of community pride, for numbers may mean a lot 
of small houses, designed to be sold in the speculative 
market. 

The increase in numbers has been co-existent with an 
increase in valuatims of the homes being built. It is 
pretty near safe.tc assume that the average valuation 
of a home being built in Wilmington today is in the 
$20,000 bracket. 

When our new "model' zoning laws were passed there 
were some who predicted that the town would suffer.’ The 
contrary seems to be the case.’ Wilmington's reputation 
as a g@d town to live in has been enhanced, and it is 
more than just the number of homes that is being built 
that tells the story.

COOPERATION PAYS OFF 

The J, W. Greer Company of 
Main Street, cooperating with 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Company has perfected food 
processing machinery for for- 
eign countries which use a dif 
ferent electrical system than 
is used in the United States. 

Projected by David Mitchell, 
of Greers, the new venture had 
the full cooperation of the 
Reading Light, who supplied 
technical assistance, advice, 
as the proper power for test- 
ng. 

The food processing machines 
are designed to be operated 
on 380 volts at 300 kilowatts, 
a very uncommon voltage in the 
United States, but one that is 
used in some countries. Each 
of the devices use more power 
than is used in many small 
plants,

Speaking from personal news- 
Paper experience, I can app- 
reciate the difficulties in- 
herent in the preparation of 
such a story. By itself, the 
disposition of the technical 
challenge of putting the mat- 
erial together is a substant- 
ial accomplishment. 
Even more impressive was the 
imaginative but dispassionate 
interpretation of the meaning 
of the exercise. It is an ex- 
ample of public service jour- 
nalisn more than equal to the 
efforts of any great metro- 
politan newspaper - and the 
picture spread is worthy of 
the written report. 
I am taking the liberty of 
submitting copies of this is- 
sue to State and Federal Civil 
Defense authorities. 
Wilmington and its volunteers 
in the very serious work of 
Civil Defense have been well 
served.
